JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present French mail brings advices from this port to 
the 13th Oct.; and by the Pacific mail we have news one 
day later, viz, to the 14th Oct. ; the French mail from Lon- 
don, 14th Aug., arrived out on the 3rd Oct., and the following 
P. and O. mail of August 21 was received on the 7th Oct. 
The following summary of news is from the Japan Herald :— 


An important assembly of about fifty of the nobles and ex- 
daimios, convoked at the instance of the Government, met in 
deliberation on the 8th Oct., at the Emperor's residence, on the 
subject of the complication between China and Japan. The 
momentous question of peace or war was debated, and a resolu- 
tion in favour of peace was adopted. We commend the assem- 
bly for the wisdom of its resolve, for a war with China must in 
the end have proved disastrous for Japan. We are as yet with- 
out any reliable information as to the p of Okubo’s peace 
mission to Peking. Beyond the fact of his having had an 
audience, and presented his credentials, nothing appears to be 
known, and inaction seems still the order of the day. Both 
parties continue despatching forces to Formosa, and making 
eakovge of warlike material. The Japanese have also just 

ught another steamer to add to their already large fleet of 
transports. The number of deaths amongst their troops in 
Formosa appears to have been exaggerated, but the amount of 
sickness must be very large. One steamer, which arrived from 
there a few days ago, alone brought seven hundred invalids, 
which must be a very large percentage of the total number of 
troops there. The Government have issued a notice to the 
Chinese residents in Japan, informing them that they will be 
allowed to remain here in the event of war breaking out. 

The drunken insolence of Japanese soldiers at Yedo is again 
attracting attention. Not long ago a lady, the wife of one of 
the foreign employés of the Government, was insulted, and a 
formal complaint was made through the British Minister. On 
the 4th Oct. Mr. de Bavier, Consul-General for Denmark, whilst 
returning from a walk to Meguro, was stopped on the road by 
a couple of drunken soldiers, one of whom took off his hat and 
insisted on Mr. de Bavier saluting him, which, as a matter of 
course, was refused. The soldier then used insulting language, 
and, laying hands on Mr. de Bavier, prevented his passing on. 
Having at length extricated himself, Mr. de Bavier went to an 
adjacent police station, and gave the two men into custody. 
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The men were armed with side arms, and it was fortunate sbat 
the partly assailed so far contented himself as to take te cdutse 
he did, for had he struck his assailants, very tnpleasaht conse- 
quences might have ensued. 3 

Two important law cases are before thé Courts here. In a 
case before the Japanese Court, a claim is made against Mitsui’s 
Bank (he inet in Japan), for interest, &c., on account of their 
all refusal to discount $68,000 worth of their notes, payable 
“on demand,” when presented to them; whilst the other, in 
H.B.M.’s Provitcial Court, is brought against the Oriental Bank, 
to recover the amount of charges, &., on a quantity of goods 
hypothecated to them, and held to their order. Neither case is 
ye concluded. 

e railway between this town and Yedo, although now open 
for some two has been until now free from accidents, On 
the 11th October, however, whilst nearing the station at Yedo, 
the engine and leading carriage of a train, from some unex- 
plained cause, got on the wrong line, and were eventually cap- 
sized. Luckily the injuries caused were very slight. The engine 
driver was injured in the legs, and the fireman scalded; but 
as Ce bruises these were all the personal damages sustained. 

he Japanese, not content with the prices ruling for silk- 
worms’ egg cards (the demand for which is extremely limited, 
whilst the supply is exceptionally large), have commenced burn- 
ing a large quantity, with a view of raising the value of the 
remainder. Their efforts are, however, likely to prove abortive, 
pod ya graineurs have already filled nearly the whole of their 
orders. 

Burglaries, in a slightly modified form, still continue, and a 
committee has been appointed to bring the subject to the notice 
of the Government. One thing is certain, that the dissatisfac- 
tion prevailing is calling attention to the present very unsatis- 
factory state of the Municipal Government of Yokohama, and 
will probably result in some change. : 

A correspondent of the Gazette sends an account of the execu- 
tion of Tazaki Hidechika, who so barbarously murdered the late 
Mr. Haber, the Acting German Consul at Hakodadi. 

It was agreed by Minister Von Brandt and the Japanese authorities 
at Yedo that Tazaki Hidechika should be executed privately within the 
 aigte walls, believing that the ends of justice would be best promoted 

y this course, as the prisoner might, if any opportunity was offered, 
exhibit unseemly bravado. The prisoner was carried to the place of 
execution, guarded by twelve policemen. Inside and in one corner of 
the prison enclosure was a kind of small court surrounded by a high 
wall and fence. At one side sat the witnesses, consisting only of the 
three foreign Consuls and several native officers. In the middle was a 
trench about six inches deep and three fect in length. The murderer 
was soon brought in blindfolded, and made to kneel on a mat, by the 
side of the trench ; an officer then loosed his corda and tucked the 
clothes down about the neck, laid bare one knee, and arranged 
the hair, during which time prisoner occasionally mumbled 
something, apparently addressed to the executioner, giving direc- 
tions about his clothes. He looked pale, but did not seem 
much concerned. Two executioners stood by with their swords, 
which were dipped in water. First executioner advanced and struck, 
missing his aim and hitting below the neck, close to the shoulders ; the 
body fell forward, with the head in the trench, seeming to suffer much. 
A second blow was struck, and then the assistant executioner advanced 
and delivered a heavy blow, which being unsuccessful, a fourth attempt 
to sever the head from the body was made but failed. One executioner 
then took the head by the hair, and commenced to saw the head off 
with his sword in a most horrible manner, but was stopped by the chief 
officer. Water was thrown on the face, and, in order to show the face 
to the witnesses, the head not being entirely severed it was necessary 
to ially lift the body up with it. The body was covered with a mat, 
Tazaki Hidechika had met his due reward. The time occupied by 
the decapitation was about two minutes. As the head was not severed 
from the body as per sentence and according to Japanese custom, the 
question may be raised asto whether the failure was intentional or not, 
es Hidechika may have preferred to suffer more to having his head out 
entirely off ; as to the Japanese idea of disgrace I am ignorant. 
Among the passengers arrived by the Shanghai steamer, we 
observe the name of Major Kinder, the Director of the Mint at 
Qsaka. It is understood that rare of importance are con- 
templated in this establishment, and that Major Kinder’s oon- 
nection with the Mint terminates in February next. 
Mr. A. Gibson, solicitor, son of the Rev. H. Gibson, rector of 
eld, Essex, has been permitted to practise in H.B.M.’s Pro- 
vincial Court. Mr. Gibson is understood to have taken a high 
position on his examination.

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SHANGHAL 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 16th xk; 
the French mail from London August 28 was received on the 
12th Oct, The following summary of news is from the Venh 
China Herald :-— 

The week has been mupsomucave generally of local events of 
any importance, and on the Chino-Japan difficulty in particular 
the reports from the north throw no fresh light. There seems 
to be unanimity of opinion, however, on the main point—that 
there will be po war. But the Japanese are still in Formo, 
and their Ambassador at Peking, where the negotiators on each 
side seem to be waiting for the other to bi ground on the 
question of indemnity. 

The presence at Shanghai of H.B.M. squadron on the Asiatic 
Station has added to the social life of the placé. A capital 
match at cricket was played last week between a Navy Eleven 
and the Shanghai Cricket Club, and was won by the latter. The 
band of the /ron Duke was in attendance at the cricket ground, 
and fine weather favoured the amusement. 

H.B.M. gun vessel Frolic followed the Midge up to Shanghai 
on the afternoon of the 6th Oct., and next day the Modeste, the 
newest and handsomest corvette in the British navy, also came 
up. She is not ram-built, like the Briton and Druid, and her 
lines are much finer than those of either the Cadmus or the 
Thetis. She is, in fact, a model in her outline, and to a sailor's 
eye is icularly pleasing. The Frolic sported Admiral Shad- 
well’s flag on her arrival, but it was shi to the Modeste on the 
8th Oct., with the customary time-honoured observances, The 
stay of the squadron here will, as at present arranged, extend to 
a fortnight, time enough, it is to be hoped, for the interchange of 
those courtesies for which Britishers abroad are ever famous when 
the army and navy are concerned. The Dwarf left on the 13th 
Oct. for a week’s stay at Chinkiang, and is charged, we believe, 
with some special duty on the Yangtsze. The Frolic left for 
Ningpo on the 14th, where she will remain for a week, and then 
return to Shanghai, prior to taking up her station for the winter, 
which will protably be Hankow. It is understood that, after 
coaling, the Midge will proceed to Ningpo and relieve the Frolic; 
so that the Ningpo residents will have the reassuring presence 
of a gunboat for some time. The Growler is expected daily 
from Amoy. . 

Admiral Shadwell, accompanied by his secretary, has paid 
visit of inspection to the Temperance Hall. Mr. Grimmer, the 
manager, conducted the visitors over the building. The admiral 
was epecially pleased with the permanent boarders? apartments, 
while the cleanly, healthful, and orderly appearance of the dor 
mitories set apart for seamen and other temporary occupants, 
also met with his unqualified approbation. The library, ee 
rooms, and dining-rooms were also inspected ; and as 
admiral’s visit was quite unlooked for, it is gratifying to know 
that he saw the hall in its every day condition. He spoke in 
terms of great praise of the establishment and maintenance in 
Shanghai of so excellent a place of resort for the met of the 
fleet, and hoped that nothing would be permitted to interfere 
with its continued success, Such testimony as this cannot fail 
to be pleasing to the Temperance Society generally, showing 1 
it does that their efforts to provide a counter-attraction to the 
public-house are approved by those whose position enables them 
to perceive both the need and the usefulness of such an ; 
tion.

The steamer Cawdor Castle came up to Shanghai on the 
Oct., from Woosung, where she had been detained for two days 
by want of water on the bar. When she arrived there, ane 
21 feet 5 inches, and had to be lightened to the extent of 
tons, to enable her to cross on a serps ge of 19 feet 10 in. 

The French barque Union, stranded on the Block House Spi 
has been got off, and Messrs. Boyd and Co.’s steamer Lever “Wi 
her to Shanghai. It is said the barque has sustained no maria! 
damage by her prolonged stay on the mud. 
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A melancholy disaster, involving the loss of a Chinese gun- 
boat and all on board, is reported from Taiwan. The vessel is 
the transport 7a Yak, No. 15, of 600 tons, which foundered in 
a typhoon on the 29th September, while lying at anchor at Un 
Ping, Taiwanfoo. Fortunately the Ta Fuk had landed her 
troops, but as it was, the loss of life was very serious, all the 
crew—seventy in number—excepting the captain, who was on 
shore on a visit to the Chinese Commissioner, having gone down 
with the vessel. Three steamers were at anchor in the roads at 
the time of the disaster, but none of them could render any 
help, as the sea was running mountains high, and breaking right 
over the vessels. One of them, the Ch: Ngan, slipped both 
anchors and ran for shelter to the Pescadores, while the An Lan, 
Na. 4, ran down south. Immediately on the arrival of the news 
at Foochow, Mr. Giquel despatched Captain Farrow with car- 
penters, divers, and all the necessary apparatus for raising 
sunken vessels, hopes being entertained that the Za Yat may 
be raised. The 7'chin Hang, which brought the news to Shang- 
hai, also took from Foochow officers and a full crew for 
the Haiching, which has been running for the China Merchants’ 
Company for some time, but is now to be put in commission for 
Government use. Subsequent advices via Hong Kong, report 


-that the Chinese gunboat An Lan, referred to above, was driven 


on the Formosa coast, ten miles below Taiwan, and became a 
total wreck. The crew managed to save themselves. 

The barque Farningham arrived on the 9th Oct. from Free- 
mantle, seventy-eight days out. She left the day previous to 
the sailing of the Nardoo from the same port, and the latter ar- 
rived at Shanghai on the 10th September. The Furningham not 
having been heard of for some time apprehensions were felt as 
to her safety. Asshe lies at present near the harbourmaster’s 
hulk, she presents a sorry sighf, with her mainmast “ fished” and 
her bulwarks gone fore and aft. Though her decks were swept 
by successive seas, not a drop got below, and were she nota 
strong and taut craft she could hardly have com’ so safely 
through the rough weather she met with. 

The return of fine weather has again brought the racecourse 
into good order, and enabled owners of ponies to make occasional 
use a it during the training season.

The testimony adduced showed that captain, 
officers, and crew made almost incredible efforta to save the 
vessel, but the continued fury of the elements, lasting from the 
27th September to the day named, proved too much for them. 
They had to abandon the vessel, but did not do so until she had 

ome a perfect wreck and was fast sinking. Just at that time, 
& French barque hove in sight, bore down and took them off in 
safety. The Court were unanimous in giving the highest com- 
mendation to Captain Sanderson and his crew for their efforts to 
save their vessel ; and Commander Grant, of H.M.B. Midge, 
the President, was requested to bree the gallant and generous 
conduct of the French Captain to the notice of the Board of

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modation of soldiery, and the river embankment works which we 
referred to some months ago ;— 

From the Lighthouse there seemed some indication that the 
Chinese had not been idle during the past twelve months, and I can 
assure you I contemplated what appeared to be a fortification with no 
little interest, but I was doomed to disappointment, as you will see. 
About 400 yards from the river, inland, has been erected an earthwork 
enclosure, 800 feet by 400 feet, the height being about ten feet, width 
six feet, and at the top two feet ; the top of the wall has 
about « foob wide and the same depth, and zome three feet 
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apart. The Chinese live inside the enclosure in tents, and the place is 
in a filthy condition. Thero is a very liberal display of flags; I never 
saw 80 many in so small a space before. I imagine it is intended to 
have a ditch cut around the place. The men, as far asI could see, 
are not armed. Another enclosure by the side of this, a little farther 
inland, needs no description, as it is similar in all respects. Workmen 
are employed driving piles along the edge of the river and filling in 
with earth ; of course this simply means improving the embankment ; 
what may be done after the embankment is made good I do not know. 
At one place, for a length of about 100 yards, piles are driven in three 
tiers abreast, the space between them being filled with earth and stones. 
Perhaps the intention is to erect a fort above this, but there is no pre- 
sent indication of it. 

An apphcstion to Li Tsung-hi, the Viceroy at N: anking. en 
behalf of the proposed Reading-room and Polytechnic School 
for Chinese, at Shanghai, made by a Chinese member of the 
Committee, has called forth from his Excellency the handsome 
acknowledgment, giving a subscription of Tis. 1,000. Counte- 
nance so liberal and favourable from the high officials of the 
Empire must materially strengthen the hands as well as the 
funds of the promoters, and encourage them to go on ed erred 
with their laudable enterprise. We expect soon to hear that the 
Committee have secured a suitable local habitation m which to 
carry out the objects covered by the name already chosen for the 
Institution. 

Our correspondent writes on the Ist Oct. from Peking :— 

The Japanese Ambassador is still here, discussing the Formosa matter 
with the Tsung-li Yamen. Little of a general nature, and nothing po- 
sitively, is as yet known regarding the said discussion, but it is believed 
that it has not got beyond the question of the sovereignty of the island. 
The Japanese have taken up the position that aboriginal Formosa does 
not belong to China, and to this they seem inclined to stick, while the 
Chinese of course assert that their territorial righta extend aver the 
whole island. I question much whether the negotiations have yet set- 
tled that point; but at the same time, from all one can hear, the 
Japanese seem to maintain the position simply in justification of 
their action, and, that being conceded, with a view to getti 
an indemnity for the expenses of the expedition. I don’t thin} 
they mean to argue a right to annex or coloriire, and thus 
there is every probability that war will be averted. The atti- 
tude of their Ambassador, and the diplomatic delay to which he has 
apparently been a party, are just the opposite of what was expected 
when he was despatched on his mission, and plainly indicate a desire 
to have the affair patched up. It is now believed here that the Japanese 
are feeling their way slowly and cautiously towards an indemnity, and 
if that were settled the whole thing would beover. The Chinese, it is 
believed, expect to be called on for an indemnity, but I fancy the 
amount the Japanese may ask for will depend on ¢ircumsatances, 

Among Legation on dits, I may mention that his Excellency Mw. 
Geoffroi, the French Minister, is likely to go home very soon, the Comte 
de Rochechouart again becoming Chargé d’Affaires. The Hon. Mr. 
Avery, the new Minister of the United States, is expected in a week or 
two ; and Dr. Williams, who has been Chargé d’ Affaires since Mr. Low's 
retirement, will leave for America early in the coming year. ’ 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 22nd October ; 
the French mail from London Sept. 11 was regeived on the 20th

All must feel that the late y Kennedy has nobly filled her 
mission, and has rea the last and greatest of all human rp- 
wards, the respectful and affectionate remembrance of all who 
have known her. It may be hoped that the consciousness of 
this fact will be some slight consolation to Sir Arthur Kennedy, in 
whose sad bereavement all in Hong Kong feel the deepest sym- 


pathy. 

We learn by our correspondence from Tientsin that there is no 
longer any doubt that the Chinese intend to open some of the 
rich coal mines in the North, and to have them worked accord- 
ing to foreign principles.

The heads of the various Government Departments have been 
busy in the preparation of official reports upon the late disastrous 
typhoon. The following is the report forwarded by the Captain 
Superintendent of Police :— 

have the honour to forward, for the information of H.E. the Go- 
vernor, the following gong as to deaths and losses caused by the 
Typhoon of 22nd and 28rd September, 1874, on the Island of Hong 
Kong and in British Kowloong. The bodies of 17 Europeans and 604 
Chinese have been recovered by the Police, and by them buried, or by 
the friends of the deceased. Over 200 houses have been destroyed or 
rendered uninhabitable, one house was also burnt. Two steamers, 
Atbay and Leonor, have sunk in the Harbour, and the Pacific Mail 
Company's steamer, Alaska, valued at $250,000, is on shore near Aber- 
deen; and will with difficulty be got off. About eight ships are sup- 
| to have been lost. The destruction of Chinese junks and small 
it is impossible to estimate. At Stonecutter’s Island about 100 
were giranded ; at Shau-ki-wan 37 large junks and several house 
boats ; at Aberdeen about 100 junks and sampans ; at Stanley no boat 
was left when the typhoon was over. 

The telegraph posta were blown down in different parts of the island, 
so as to prevent all communication. The majority of the lamp posts 
also lost their lanterns, and the gas works were so damaged ‘diet pa 
could not be supplied to the street for two nights. The roads were 
almost impassable from the obstruction caused by the fallen trees. The 
loss of personal property is also great, nearly every person complaining 
of some loas or damage. The details that I have given above are of 
necessity meagre ; the number of bodies recov: in a)l probability 
represents only one-third of the actual loss. In many cases the junks 
and ships have gone down with their crews on board, and are thus pro- 
ae buried in their vessels. 

e Registrar-General reports as follows :— 

The number of deaths occasioned by the typhoon which have been 
registered is as follows :—Chinese——Drowned: Male adults, 419; 
female adulta, 152; male children, 98 ; female children, 48 ; killed by 
falling houses, male adults, 52; female adults, 15 ; male children, 12; 
female children, 5; total deaths, 796. The above refer to Chinese, 
among whom, of course, the greatest number of deaths occurred. I 
.may take this opportunity of reporting to his Excellency the great 
aid given by the Board of Direction of the Tung Wah Hospital in the 
late serious emergency. hired boats and engaged men 
through whose instrumentality as many as 193 bodies of those enume- 
rated above were buried. Further, they hired the Sir Jamsetjee 
Jeejeebhoy steamer, and one of the members of the board searched the 
neighbouring headlands and inlets, where they buried several other 
bodies of their countrymen, as well as those of two Europeans. The 
en displayed and the good work done by the board deserves, I 
think, some recognition from the Government.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 29th 
October ; no later mail from London had arrived out. We take 
the following items of intelligence from the Straits Times :-— 

At the meeting of the Legislative Council on the 5th Oct. the 
question of contributing towards a land line of telegraph to con- 
nect the British lines in Burmah with the Dutch lines in Sumatra, 
and persis through the native States on the Malay Peninsula, 
was considered, when the Council resolved to enco the pro- 
ject on condition that the united contributions from this Colony 
and the native States under its protection should not exceed 
£16,000. The telegraphic scheme also embraces an extension to 
Siam, but we learn that the King’s Privy Council at Bangkok has 
decided in favour of the construction of the Siamese portion of 
the line by that Government. It is obvious that this tel 
line must prove of great benefit both to this Colony and to the 
native States, and with the substantial encou ent which 
this Government is prepared to extend to it, and the prospect of 
being relieved from the cost of the Siamese pert of the line, the 
projectors should be able to carry out their design without much 
difficulty. 

The Hon. Mr. Shelford also brought before the Council the 
question of the seizure, some time ago, of the British steamer 
Sri Malacca, while trading between Malacca and kat, by 
Tunku dia Oodin, who had declared a blockade of the kat 
river, The steamer was, it appears, sting with and under a 
pass from the Sultan of sar ol and obtained her cargo 
and her clearance from the Sultan. The legality of the seizure, 
under these circumstances, by the Viceroy of K and Salan- 
gore, who is a vassal of the Sultan, was seriously questioned. 

Among the passengers for home by the last mail was Mr. W. 
R. Scott, who, as an unofficial member of the Legislative Council 
and a municipal commissioner, has taken a prominent part in 
our local politics and in all questions of public interest, and has 
enjoyed the respect and confidence of all classes of the commu- 
nity. The vacancy in the Council caused by his retirement will 
be filled by Mr. H. W. Wood, than whom no more fitting seleo- 
tion could have been made, or one more certain to receive the 
hearty approval of the public. 

At the meeting of the shareholders in the Chindrass Mini 
Company, Limited, the following resolutions were proposed an

TEA. 

YokouaMa.—Business had continued moderately active, and settle- 
ments of 6,000 piculs during the fortnight were reported. Buying had 
been fairly general, but no change had been made in quotations. 
Arrivals had failed to keep pace with the demand, and stocks were 
somewhat reduced. The Ambassador sailed for New York on the 30th 
Sept., with a cargo, from this port, of 709,969 lbs. The P. M. steamer

THE WRECK OF THE “CHUSAN.” 
The Livérppol Journal of Commerce offers the following remarks upon 
disaster — 


Anyone who paid the most casual attention to the evidence adduced 
ia connection with the loss of the steamer Chusar, at Ardrossan, on 
fhe morning of the 21st ult., would be prepared for the judgment at 
which the court of inquiry arrived. There was nothing to show that 
the captain and officers had not done everything in their power to guide 
the vessel into a haven of refuge. The certificate of the chief officer 
yas, accordiagly, very properly returned. But although the court has 
come to this en certain matters were elicited in the course of 
the investigation which cannot fail, in view of the occurrence of a simi- 
Jar catastrophe, to be attended with advantage, and the inquiry has not 
therefore gone for nothing. And in the first place there was much 

uestioning aa to the build’of the Chusan ; as to whether she was a 
1 capable (after the results of the survey at Waterford had become 
known) of proceeding from that port to Glasgow for repairs, not to 
of attempting a trip to China at this season of the year. The 
, it appears, was built for river traffic in China, and was there- 
Seve wanting in many of the specialities of a thorough sea boat. It is 
aot the first time, however, that river craft have crossed the eeas in 
safety, but in order that this may be acoomplished it is necessary to 
teke many things into consideration, and more particularly the season 
of the year. At this season of the year bad weather may be expected 
before reaching Gibraltar, after entering the Mediterranean, and for 
the remainder of the voyage after emerging fromthe Red Sea. The 
Ohusan, we find, had only gone from the Clyde to Waterford, where it 
was found that seven of her frames were cracked. She was ordered 
back to the Clyde for repairs, and on the way, according to the evidence 
of certain rena the veasel shook in a manner which said very little 
Sor her rigidity. In the midst of the gale she became unmanageable, 
and the rest is only too well known. She was a total wreck, and seven 
ef the erew, ineluding the captain, were drowned. As to the vessel her- 
golf, there was 4 certain conflict of evidence. Captam Lodge, a marine 
@urveyor, who had diseovered the cracked frames at Waterford, said the 
age was quite fit to go back to Glasgow, but quite unfit to go to China. 
would have considered it a very imprudent thing to send a vessel like 
the Chusan to China at the latter end of October. On the other hand, 
Mr. Harrington, consulting engineer of French Lloyd’s, had examined 
the fore part of the wreck, and pronounced the Chusan to be excellent, 
both es rds material and workmanship. In his opinion the veasel, 
when she left Glasgow, or when she arrived at Waterford, was fit to 
proceed to China “with careful management,” and he could not under- 
stand hew it was that when she had plenty of sea room in the Firth of 
@lyde she would have become unmanageable. Mr. Thomas Svott, aleo 
@ consulting engineer, was of Mr. Harrington's opinion, that the loss 
@ould ba no way attributable to default in workmanship or material. 
But ae far from being able to go from Waterford to China even “ with 
gareful ie the result proved that she could not attempt 
the voyage aterford to Glasgow without being complete. 
at the mercy of the wind and waves, so that in the face of 
the evidence adduced the wreck can only be set down as having 
been attended by special circumstances over which no one had 
any control, and for which there is no one to blame. The _ in- 
hice Specs was marked by the introduction of another element 
which also demanded some clearing up. Imputations were thrown 
out against those having the management of the lifeboat and the 
rocket apparatus, and the inference was that but for some remissness in 
all probability all on board would have been saved. Certain it is that 
@nly oue coastguardsman was at Ardrosean on the eventful morning, 
his four companions being absent at drill The rocket apparatus could 
not, therefore, be worked, although it is admitted that by this means 
all might safely have been brought ashore. There was a long delay in 
launching the lifeboat, and, notwithstanding that it was propelled by 
ten oars, it could not for nearly an hour make any headway against the 
storm. One arrangement, which will doubtless be remedied in future, 
was, that the coastguard had charge of both rocket apparatus and 
> Hifeboat, so thas the solitary man on duty on the morning of the 21st 
-uit. had a task imposed on him which he was unable to discharge. The 
pesponsibility will hereafter be divided, aud along with this decree we 
pay expect that at Ardrossan there will be an enrolled lifeboat erew, 
pad that the coastguardsmen will not be called away for drill at the 
yery goason our cussts are usually visited by the equinoctial gales.

He has lately decided that each year a certain 
number of children belonging to the first families of the Empire shall 
proceed to Europe for their education. After some wavering in his 
choice between London, Berlin, and Paris, he has at length decided in 
favour of the latter city. M. Debruyere, a French gentleman, who has 
resided several years at Yedo, is commissioned to organise a new school, 
and he has taken an hotel on the Boulevard Saint Michel. The 
Japanese children will devote their attention chiefly to scientific sub- 
jesta, At the end of four years some of the students will attond the 
lectures of [Ecole Central, while others will proceed to England for 
naval instruction. Some young Japanese are expected in Paris before 
the end of the year. 

A P. anp O. STEAMER IN COLLISION.—A collision has taken place 
off Dover between the steamer Abboisford, outward bound from Ant- 
werp for Philadelphia, and the P. and O. Company's steam ship Judue, 
en route from the Thames to Southampton to receive the heavy Indian 
mails, with which she was appointed to leave Thuraday. Serious da- 
mage was done to both vessels. The Abbotsford put into Dover, but 
the Jndus continued her course and reached Southampton. She will 
have to tranship her cargo and dock to make good repaira, The Xash- 
gar was sent from London to take out the mails. 

Tus Earl of Camperdown, who was the junior Naval Lord of the 
Admiralty under Mr. Gladstone's Administration, has left England for 
India, where he intends devoting several months to examining, not 
only the resources of the continent, but those of the Straita Settle- 
menta, and he may possibly extend his journey to China and Japan.

HOLLAND, 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AmstTerDaM, Nov. 18. 

After an eight days’ debate the Budget for the East India Colon ¢ 
was carried last Friday, almost unanimously. Mr. Van Goltstein has 
roved himself a very apt politician. He knew how to gainover Mr. 
ierstrasz, and the next day he spoke in such a sense that he was 
applauded by the “Left.” It is of course impossible that steering in 
such different ways can be maintained, but it cannot be contradicted 
that it has been so far successful. There has been only one victim of the 
debate, viz., Mr. Levysohn Norman, the general secretary, who was sent 
out to investigate the agrarian questions, and who was recalled simply 
because Messrs. Nierstrasz, C. van Nispen and some others wished it. 
These gentlemen were so proud of their Purliamentary victory that 
they urged the necessity, that the Minister should give an ex- 
lanation of the pulicy of Mr. Van de Putte regarding Atchin. Mr. 
Van Goltstein, who, as a private member, was one of the leaders 
of the opposition against the war, declined to grant this request, 
“T have,” he said, “accepted my portfolio under the condition that 
T am not to be called upon to discuss accomplished facts, and I must 
therefore decline to enter upon a debate.” This declaratiun caused, of 
course, much satisfaction amongst the Liberals, who at once saw that 
the Atchinese policy would be continued and on the other hand 
the Conservative members were disappointed and angry. Mr. Nier- 
strasz was 80 incensed that he voted against chapter II. of the Budget. 
This, however, was rather a protest, a mark of disapproval than a voto 
of distrust. So much is certain, that a very large majority backed the 
Minister, who will continue the er of Mr. Frangen Van de Putte, 
but in a more moderate manner. Only upon two matters has a differ- 
ence of opinion been shown between him and his predecessor, viz., the 
questions of the heerendiensten and that of slavery in some of our 
colonies. In the course of the debate Mr. Van Goltstcin, however, 
showed that he will follow the way of Mr. Van de Putte in these mat- 
ters. For the moment he is not convinced that it is necessary to 
abolish these institutions. A good deal was said about the bad state of 
lower class education in Java. The Minister wishes to be as neutral in 
this matter as possible. Mr. Nierstrasz spoke with much warmth on 
behalf of the navy and the army in Java, and hop-d that many im- 
provements would be introduced. The Minister agreed that something 
ought to be done, and he will direct his attention to the subject. Mr. 
Nierstrasz proposed to add to the Budget a postscript in behalf of the 
East India brigade, which was carried by thirty-cight against thirty-four 
votes. The amendment of Mr. de Ros to put at the disposal of the 
Government for this purpose an amount of £.300,000 was withdrawn. 
You will remember that immediately after the first expedition to 
Atchin had proved a failure, Mr. Fransen Van de Putte made the 
proposal to form such a brigade, which would be established at Haar- 
lem. Mr. Van Goltstcin, however, was desirous of sparing the money 
which the Chamber voted to gpend for this purpose tillthe war with 
Atchin should be brought to an end. He will then estiblish such a 

brigade in a healthy part of Java. 
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It is very doubtful whether the other Ministers will meet with the 
same success as has Mr. Van Goltstein. Most difficult will be the task 
of Mr. Heemskerk. The Liberals wish him to give a definitive declara- 
tion about his policy regarding the Education question ; but this the 
Minister declines. He demonstrates that the members of the Chamber 
must wait for the Bill, by which he will propose to alter the existing 
laws. This answer is anything but satisfactory. 

Some time ago I told you that an admirer of General Van Swieten 
had forwarded a sum of f.100 to the paper het Nieuws Van den Dag 
to form the basis for a fund to purchase a sword of honour for pre- 
sentation to the “victorious” general. There were, however, no other 
subscribers, and General Van Swieten took the wisest and de- 
clined the honour. Our students, however, forwarded to him an 
address, and now there is a proposal to send him an address from the 
inhabitants of this town. It would be better to leave the poor general 
in peace. 

The Samarang Locomotief has stated that the late Dr. W. Bosch 
left some papers referring to some scandalous facts about the East 
Indian Government, and that they would be published under the 
editorship of an eminent man. This statement is now most officially 
contradicted.

Strange things happen sometimes in our Parliament. After a hot 
battle on the introduction of the question if we should maintain the 
silver standard of coinage or substitute a golden one, the majority de- 
cided that we ‘are to have no standard at all—for there is ly no 
other form of expression which can be given to the decision, which 
grants to the Minister power to suspend the coinage of silver for private 
account. Mauy are astonished that Mr. Van der Heim succeeded in 
carrying his Bill. The majority consisted of absolute supporters of 
the Cabinet and advocates of the gold standard. Several days were 
occupied with the question, and thus it was not until the day before 
yesterday that a beginning could be made with the general discussion 
upon the Budget. It seems that the Chamber will have a hard nut to 
crack with the Minister of the War Department, Mr. Weitzel. The 
majority is ill disposed towards him, because he became a member of 
this Cabinet after having served with the last, while, moreover, an 
opinion prevails that he is most active in small matters, whilst impor- 
tant questions are left untouched. His budget leaves an impression 
that he despairs of success in the work of organising our army in such 
a way that we shall be competent to defend our independence. His 
Bill about the militia has been since 1878 in status quo. His fortress 
system is now ready on paper, but it seems that it will cost such an 
enormous sum that even our military members stand aghast. But 
there is still another handle offered to the Opposition. His memoran- 
dum replying to the “section report” does not satisfy anybody. It 
is quite clear that the Minister is angry, but it is much easier to show 
anger than to defend a bad measure. But it will soon be his turn be- 
fore the Chamber, and it is quite impossible to predict what may 
happen. 

Wr. Haffmans opened the general debate upon the Budget, and criti- 
cised the financial policy of the Ministers. He was of opinion that it 
was unadvisable to place so much money at the disposal of the redemp- 
tion fund, and he maintained that our public works should be con- 
structed by means of loans, so that the next generation should have to 

y something towards the enormous benefits which we provide for it. 
He showed that from 1852 to 1873 we diminished our public debt by 
223,000,000, and we paid pias teary period 140,000,000 for our railway 
system. The only other speech of importance was that of Mr. Kap- 
peyne, who demonstrated that the Liberal party was inclined to wait 

uietly for the issue of events, if Liberal principles were fairly used by 
the Cabinet. Several other members delivered some more or leas re- 
markable speeches, which, however, had no effect. Only two sittings 
were occupied in the general discussion, and the various “ chapters” of 
the Budget are now under consideration. 

Some time ago I told you that Mr. Rueb, a sugar broker at Rotterdam, 
had published a pamphlet, to demonstrate that our sugar trade was 
swamped by that of England, le grand entrepot sucrier du monde. I 
find now that he is backed by an India commercial house, which, in the 
Economist, shows by figures that we lose terrain with every month. 
The only thing to preserve our. trade is to abolish the sugar-tax, as Eng- 
land has done. 

To-day a meeting was held here of shareholders in the East India 
Railway Company. A proposal was brought forward to negotiate a loan 
of £. 6,000,000 at 4§ per cent., to be repaid in ninety years. This 
amount will be devoted partly to repay former loans, et | ‘or the other 

to augment the material. The proposal was carried unanimously.

Mr. A. C. Claessens, who started twenty-seven years ago to Java, and 
is now appointed Catholic bishop there, arrived some days ago in good 
health at Sittard, where he will be consecrated. 

A fortnight ago our largest ironclad was launched here from the Go- 
vernment yard. The vessel, however, is of such enormous dimensions 
that it is impossible for her to pass the sluices. She will thus be 
oe to lay in our harbour till the new canal to the North Sea is 
complete.

The Straits of Malacca ; Indo-China and China; or, Ten Years’ 
Travels, Adventures,and Residence Abroad. With upwards 
of Sixty Illustrations. By J. Taomson, F.R.G.S. London: 
Sampson Low and Co. 1875. 

Mr. Thomson has, we think, acted very wisely in following 
his costly and elaborate “ Illustrations of China and its People 
by the more-generally acceasible account of his experiences and

labours in the East contained in the volume now before us. No 
one this time will be inclined to grumble at the price ; 548 
of ea matter, four mape, and sixty wood engravi 
and amall, for four dollars and a half—even without counting an 
elegant and uni La man ame binding, which reflects infinite 
credit on the Ai lishers—is a really marvellous example of te 
cheapness with which books can be produced by the applianced 
of modern skill, The author has divided his narrative into 
fourteen chapters ; the first three treat of the Straits Settle- 
ments and the inhabitants there in all their various nationali- 
ties ; in the fourth we are carried off to Bangkok, and shown 
some of the wonders and glories of the people of Siam ; cha 
five describes Camboja and its ruined temples ; the su i 
chapter gives us some account of Saigon and Lower Cochin- 
China ; and the rest of the work refers entirely to the Celestial 
Empire, to the habits of the Chinese, and to the towns, temples, 
and scenery to be met with in the “ Flowery Land.” We must, 
however, not omit to notice chapter eleven, which is devoted to 
a record of Mr. Thomson’s trip in Formosa, and which suppli 
as far as we are aware, the aly detailed account of that 
that has been produced in the present cp ae 

Mr. Thomson’s book is everywhere rised by pai 

ing accuracy and thoughtful care. Written, as it evidently 
has been, for the amusement and instruction of the general 
reader at home, we are not entitled to find fault if—as is actually 
the case—we may turn over page after page without discoveri 
any new theory broached, or indeed any facts sentlies which were 
not say, Bee. generally known among those who have 
visited the East and resided in any particular locality described. 
But this, at any rate, we may safely affirm, that the wide area 
over which the writer's travels extended must always embrace 
some one or two places with which the oldest Eastern resident 
has not been brought personally into contact. Thus there must 
be few men who can boast that they have ie long visits to 
et Sg Camboja, Saigon, Formosa, and Peking. 

r. Thomson, it should be remembered, is an artist by pro- 
fession, not a writer. Hence, as we might aaa it és in his 
descriptions of the aspects of nature, the exterior of temples, and 
80 forth, that his best passages occur. Thus, of  alacca, he says 
—and not unhappily:—“It is a quaint, dreamy, Dutch-looki 
old town. . . A spot where nature seems to sit at every mans 
doorway ; drowsy as pee aries sea, and idle as the huge palms, 
whose broad leaves nod above the old, weather-beaten, smug 
looking houses, Here nature comes Jaden at each recurring sea- 
son with ripe and luscious fruits, dropping them from her lap 
into the very streets. . . . It is wi a place where one 
might loiter away a life dreamily, pleasantly, and uselesaly.” 
But there are also some descriptions of the characters he fell in 
with which the author has touched off in a no less successful 
strain. Mrs, Cheng, spouse of the master of a Chinese river boat, 
is a case in point ; of her it is related :—“ Our captain was Cheng- 
show, or rather his wife, a lady who had a great deal to say, 
for him and herself ; who stood no more than four feet high, and 
yet talked about half as much again as any other woman twice her 
size. Of a truth she was the wonder of her sex, the great female 
phenomemon of the modern Chinese age! Thus, when we 
ascended the first rapid, there was Mra. Cheng to be seen, well 
to the fore, atone moment nursing her baby; at another, the 
child had been tossed into a basket, and the mother was fending 
her boat, with along pole, from destruction on the rocks, Then 
to her brat again, or to cooking, cleaning, or husband-baiting ; 
to each and every pursuit she was found equal, as fancy prompted 
or necessity compelled.” . 

Many descriptive passages of equal merit are to be found in 
the work ; one more such indeed we cannot forbear quo ing, be- 
cause the comparison contained there isas true as it is clever. 
Speaking of the Hospital at Tientsin, where the Sisters of Mercy 
were brutally murdered, the author relates that the breach in 
its walls through which the ruffians dragged their victims has 
now been plastered up with mud ; “a fitting type,” he adds, “of 
the unsatisfactory way in which the Chinese sought to atone for 
an outrage perpetrated almost within sight of the Governor's 
‘Yamen.” 

When Mr. Thomson was in Siam he seems to have,had more 
than one interview with the late Monarch of the country, an 
eccentric old character. It is rather funny to find the King ex- 
claiming, when he learned that his visitor was born in Edinburgh: 
“Ah! You are Scotchman, and speak English I can und 
bare : hess ste Englishm . e Loot hp ao cone 
of their own language when 4 e explanation of tt 
really is that the King, from pera, had an impediment which 

revented his ras | quite clearly, and he used to make 
bis sentences beforehand with long-winded misapplied 
which he dug out for himself in English dictionaries. Hence 
few but those familiar with his particular style could follow him. 
Thus he once called a passage in a letter which he could not 
make out, a “ gloomily lurking, murky sentence ;” and he cou

season, and secreting oil (as their wont is at that time) in the 
ar odin glands.

‘great ; but we are bound to add our opinion that had the less 
attractive early chapters been cut down, and those subjects 
omitted where the author’s recollections were not so fresh and 
vivid, as still cheaper and even more readable book would have 
been the result, and the writer would have profited by a more 
extended sale.

Histoire de UEglise de Corée. Par Ch. Dauvet, Missionnaire 
Apostolique. 2 Tomes. Paris: Victor Palmé. 1874. 
The world already owes a large debt of gratitude to Catholic 
missionaries, who, going about their work in an unobtrusive 
manner, have accumulated vast stores of knowledge respect- 


ing the unknown regions of the earth, and have in various | 


ways communicated the same to their fellow men, and this 
debt is still further increased by this history of the Korean 
Church. Who knows anything about Korea? asks Pere Dallet. 
pia ay Wa themselves hardly know its name ; no savant has 
busied himself with it, and no traveller has been able to explore 
it ; the expeditions which have of late years been attempted in 


order to make the laws of humanity respected by its Govern- | 


ment have failed miserably, and the country’is to-day more 
obstinately isolated than ever. Notwithstanding that Korea, 
more than any other kingdom of the Far East, has remained a 
sealed book to the outer world, still for eighty years past the 
standard of Christ has been planted there, and has survived an 
almost incessant series of persecutions. Pére Dallet informs us 
that his object in the volumes before us is to recount the his- 
tory of the Korean Church, its providential origin and rapid 
development ; to make known the missionaries who have evan- 
pia it, the country which has been the theatre of their 
abours and of their martyrdom, the character of the people to 
whom they have preached, and the difticulties of all kinds which 
they have had to overcome ; to recall the sufferings of the perse 
cuted Christians and the cruelty of their executioners ; to publish 
the deeds of the martyrs, and to rescue from oblivion some of the 
examples of heroic virtue which have shed lustre on the Chris- 
tian name. He commences with an elaborate introduction on 
the history, institutions, manners and customs of the Koreans, 
subjects on which the world at large is profoundly ignorant. 
The following are some of the chief points touched upon in the 
fifteen introductory chapters ;—the physical geography of the 
country, its products and population ; its state of vassalage to 
China ; its government and civil and military organisation ; 
matters connected with the administration of the laws, public 
examinations, &c., and the social condition of the kingdom. 
The character of the Koreans and their ancient religion and 
superstitions are also dealt with, and a chapter is devoted 
to some elementary information respecting their language, 
which is almost entirely unknown to Orientalists. The in- 
formation embodied in the introduction is derived to a great 
extent from numerous letters from missionaries, and although, 
as Pére Dallet observes, this portion of his work presents 
some inevitable gaps, yet, such as it is, it posseases a value 
which is unique in its kind, since the missiovaries are the 
only Europeans who have ever sojourned in the country, who 
have spoken its language, and who have been able, through 
living with the natives for many years, to acquire a real know- 
ledge of their laws, character, and customs. Although the in- 
formation on all these subjects is as exact and accurate as pos- 
sible, still we are warned not to forget that the position of the 
missionaries, who were always in hiding and almost always 
being hunted down, did not admit of their verifying, in certain 
cases, the statements which they received, and that it was not in 
their power to compare the manners and customs of the different 
rovinces. 

Pére Dallet tells us that this history of the Korean Church is 
based upon the letters of the missionaries, and the native ac- 
counts of which they forwarded translations, for there were no 
other materials available. We suspect, therefore, that the details 

_ of the occurrences previous to the arrival of European priests 
must be accepted with a certain amount of reservation. The 
history is divided into two main portions ; the first deals with 
the period from 1784 to 1831, that is, from the introduction of 
Clie to the appointment of a Vicar Apostolic ; and the 
second of the period from 1831 to 1866, viz., from the arrival of 
Monsignor Bruguiéretothe martyrdom of Monsignor Berneux and 
hers, and the abortive French expedition*consequent thereon 
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ligion were planted in Korea in a somewhat curious manner, and 
that the Church in that country mainly owes its origin to the 
fact that in 1784 a native of an enquiring turn of mind, named 
NiTek-tso (afterwards known as Pierre Ni) accidentally met with 
some elementary books on religion in the Chinese language, 
which the Korean ambassadors had brought from Peking among 
a number of works on science and mathematics. 





M. Edmond Planchut contributes to the Revue des Dewr 
HMondes of Nov. 15 a paper entitled “ Formose et Expédition 
Japonaise,” basing his observations partly on documents recently 
received in Europe, and partly on notes which he himself col- 
lected during a ten years’ sojourn in the Far East. In view of 
the events which have so lately attracted attention to that portion 
of the Chinese Empire, his article, though somewhat rambling in 
its nature, will, doubtless, be read with interest. In the first 
part he describes the island, its inhabitants, products, &c., and 
details the manner in which, a few years back, the aborigines were 
brought into contact with foreigners. M. Planchut incidentally 
has occasion to speak of Amoy, and we are somewhat surprised to 
find that he considers it the chief town in the province of Foh- 
kien. The second part of his article is devoted to the Japanese 
Expedition, and he discusses at some length the causes which 
led to its despatch, giving also a detailed account of its progress, 
and the circumstances which atteuded it. Having contrasted 
the conditions of the Chinese and Japanese armies, to the disad- 
vantage of the former, he concludes with a hint to the latter, 

which we shall not be surprised to hear of their adopting. After 
having behaved gloriously in Formosa, he says, Japan may 
‘ sooner or later make a fresh essay of her power in Korea, where 
her honour has also grave injuries to avenge. The Koreans are 
not less barbarous or less hostile to foreigners than the Boutans 
were, who are crushed for ever ; and if Japan had the glory of 
‘ triumphing over the former as she has done over the latter, she 
will be the only nation of Asia which has fought in the cause of 
progress and liberty. 

We have received Nos. 302 and 303 of the Wan Kwoh Kung 
Pao (Chinese Globe Magazine), a periodical which is doing good 
| Service by disseminating among the Celestials a knowledge of 
western countries and their civilisation. Besides a variety of 
information neapering Europe and America, the numbers before 
us contain articles on the Transit of Venus and the Comet, and 
instalments of Dr. Williamson’s Natural Theology and the Rev. 
T. Richard’s Philosophy of the Plan of Salvation. They also, 
each of them, give seven numbers of the Peking Gazette, and 
several items of intelligence relating to China and Japan. 

Trubner’s American and Oriental Record for this month con- 
tains a very complete notice of the recent meeting of the Inter- 
national Congress of Orientalists in London. We notice the 
firm are publishing the following works :—“The Wheel of the 
Law ;” “ Buddhism Illustrated from Siamese Sources,” by the 
| Modern Buddhist ; “ A Life of Buddha,” and an account of the 
|“ Phra Bat,” by Henry Alabaster; the “Romantic History of 
; Sakya Buddha,” by the Rev. Samuel Beal; and the “ Life and 

Works of Mencius,” by Dr. Legge. 

The Oriental for November is a very excellent number, 
although India again claims nearly all the papers of interest. 
There is, however, some “ (tossip about Ceylon,” and a chapter 
on “Home Rule,” a subject, by the way, which has been 
thoroughly cired in the daily papers, one would think. Mr. 
Seward on the Government of India is the subject of a paper, 
while the Administration of Sir George Campbell in Bengal is 
the theme of another. 

The China Review for July and August contains a paper on 
Chinese Coinage, entitled “The Shroft’s Mystery,” a History of 
the Peking Gazette, Tales from the Liao Chai Chih Yi, and a 
continuation of the paper on the Japanese and China. There is 
also a very interesting chapter on Formosan Dialects and their 
connection with the Malay, while Baron Richthofen’s lecture on 
Railways to China, given at the Berlin Geographical Society, is 

roduced. 

A phlet has just been issued by Mr. G. W. Jones, the 
author of “Jones’s Plan of Universal Penny Railways.” It is 
entitled “The Million on the Rail,” and is dedicated to ihe 
shareholders of the Midland, London and North-Western, and 
Great Northern Railway Companies. Mr. Jones in his pam- 
phlet shows the expediency of encouraging the third-class_pas- 
sengers to travel, and his arguments are supported by statistics. 

An interesting reminiscence in connection with the recent 
meeting of the Oriental Congress is afforded by a photograph 
which has appeared of the group of members and friends assem- 
bled at the house of Mr. Bosanquet, at Enfield, the treasurer 
of the Congress. The photograph is by Mr. R. L. Farr, of 
Enfield, and the portraits given are remarkably good. 

Mr. Thomson’s work, “ [llustrations of China,” is the subject 
of anelaborate review in the Pall Mall Gazette of Nov. 11th. This 
work was noticed in our own columns some twelve months since, 
The thorough appreciation of the work which the writer evinces 
will, however, do much to atone for the delay. :

THE DUTCH IN ATCHIN. 

IN spite of the long-winded pomposity of Parliamentary 
debates at the Hague, it is not very difficult to see that 
the Dutch have for a long time made up their minds as to 
the policy they intend to apply to Atchin, and as to the 
mode in which that policy is to be carried out. True, 
there is a show of party opposition ; the men in office are 
a little pressed by the men out of office to come forward 
and deliver om the floor of the House a full disclosure of 
those precise arrangements, political and military, for 
executing their plans, which very possibly even the Ad- 
ministration itself has not yet fully resolved upon ; but such 
attacks as these are as insignificant as mosquito bites ; the 
question discussed is not whether the Atchinese shall be 
left to their independence and an honourable retreat 
effected, there is no dispute of this kind ; delenda est Car- 
thage is a proposition to which all yield assent ; the only 
disagreement arises as to the means and method most 
proper for securing the object sought, and, after all, it is 
chiefly from the point of view of costliness or economy that 
each politician looks at the competing schemes. From the 
eight days’ discussion on the Colonial Budget which the 
Netherlands Government has just brought to a close, the 
general conclusion we gather is that no third expeditionary 
force is to be got ready and despatched for special service 
in Sumatra. The troops at present operating against the 
Atchinese, if kept up to their existing strength, are judged 
sufficient for completing the subjection of the still resisting 
provinces. Of the actual strength and condition of the 
Atchinese we know next to nothing. Their communica- 
tions with the coast seem to be pretty effectually cut off, or 
at any rate their chiefs have given up the notion that it 
will answer their purpose to send information of their own 
doings to Penang ; and this being so the only sensible 
course is to take it for granted that the Dutch have been 
at the pains to ascertain for themselves the full extent of 
the power for resistance which their enemy still possesses, 
and that hence they know well enough that the resources 
and spirits of the Malays have very nearly reached low- 
water-mark. We have before pointed out that if this is 
the case the wisest plan in the interests of the Dutch, the 
Atchinese, and general commerce alike, would be to put 
a quick end to a lingering mischievous warfare by one or 
two vigorous strokes. What would the British public have 
said if two English regiments were still fortifying them- 
selves beyond the Prah, casting up entrenchments at Coo- 
massie, and waiting till the King of Ashantee and the rem- 
nant of his forces should turn up on some side or other, 
and, as the French would say, “resume aggressive opera- 
tions?” To keep the land out of cultivation and trade at 
a standstill for the sake of a temporary saving of say 
£150,000 may seem good in the eyes of the statesmen of 
Holland, a worthy sequel to the policy of those early set- 
tlers who burnt the spice trees on some islands so that 
those on the rest might rise in value, but it will not find 
favour or bring crelit to its inaugurators with the public 
at large. 

Our last news from the seat of war tells us that the 
Atehinese persist in continuing the struggle, and that the 
health of the Dutch troops is very unsatisfactory. The 
real danger, however, is lest, while the little Netherlands 
army isslowly pushing its way inland foot by foot, now 
occupying “ seven forts and three bridges” (what sort of 
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“bridges” we should like to know, three bamboo poles per- 
haps), now erecting a battery to command “ the river” (or;. 
as we should say, a reach in it), the Atchinese may one of 
these days surprise them in force, and by the sheer superi- 
| ority of numbers inflict an absolutely overwhelming defeat.. 
| The Malays are pretty crafty, and at any rate they seem: 
determined to fight to the last. Should such a catastrophe- 
as this take place Mr. VAN GOLTSTEIN and Mr. NIERSTRASZ 

may league together in unholy alliance; but not all their in- 

trigues nor all their eloquence will save the ruling party in 

Holland from a fall; and what then will be said of the.

THE BURMAH, SIAM, AND STRAITS STEAM CO. 

THE Burmah Steam Ship Company (Limited), which 
was established in 1871, are now building on the Clyde 
other two steamers of 300 and 400 tons respectively for 
service between Rangoon, Penang, and Singapore. The 
Company’s steamers call at Tavoy, Mergui, and Malewan 
on the Pak-chan—the utmost limit of British Burmese 
territory, and thence on to Rendong, Ta-Kopa, and Tongka, 
in Junkceylon, all Siamese ports. They are of considerable. 
importance, as the head-quarters of the Straits tin-mining 
operations. Tongka alone hasa Chinese population of over 
100,000 people, employed chiefly at the mines. Ta-Kopa and 
Rendong, thoughsmaller, arealsoimportantplaces, and alarge 
trade is springing up in rice, &c. These ports, although 
little known, present a wide field for enterprise, and their 
trade may at present be considered as only in its infancy. 
Captain Bowers, who is well known in Burmah, is super- 
intending the building and despatch of these two boats, 
and is well able to carry the Company to a success, in 
spite of a rather unworthy opposition on the part of a 
well-known established Company, to whose interest as well 
as policy it would have been better to have encouraged 
Captain Bowers in his undertaking. If it had not 
been for the forbearance and assistance given by the 
P. and O. Company when they first started, perhaps they 
would not have been so successful to-day, but that great 
Company fostered and assisted the young enterprising 
firm, and the result is a fleet of vessels second to none- 
afloat. The days of monopolies and exclusiveness in trade 
have gone by, and those great commercial problems are 
daily being worked out on the sea as well as on land, and 
no firmorCompany shall say to its neighbour, ‘You shall not. 
“go here or trade there, because this is my heat, and I 
“‘ was here before you.” The whole of British India and 
the ports round the Malayan Peninsula all the way to 
China still want facilities for the transport of emigrants 
and goods backwards and forwards, and in these seas 
steam vessels are particularly favourable for the advance- 
ment of commerce and to highly commercial and _ intelli- 
gent races like the Chinese and natives of India, who are 
willing to avail themselves of steam in preference to the 
old lumbering sailing ship, subject to the calms and the 
capriciousness of adverse monsoons and light winds. The 
transition from the inconveniences and delays of the one 
to the despatch and regularity of the other is readily seized 
upon by those quick-witted traders, and a trade has sprung 
up within the last ten years that we only see the beginning 
of as yet. The Chinese, with that quick perception 
peculiar to them, see the advantages of steam, and have a 
large fleet of steam vessels working round the coasts, 
rather expensively, perhaps, but they possess the faculty 
of combination and the knowledge of markets. Entering 
into competition with us in steam as well as other brauches 
of industry, we shall find it a hard matter to hold our own 
with them at no distant date. i 
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THE PRINCE OF KUNG IN DISGRACE. 

But three years ago an acute observer of the Chinese 
political world made use of the following significant ex- 
pression in speaking of the Prince of KUNG to a traveller, 
who during his visit to Peking had had an interview with 
his Imperial Highness :—‘‘ When the young Emperor be- 
“comes old enough to take the reins of government the 
“ position of the Prince will become critical.” Whatever 
may have happened before or behind the scenes we have 
no means of telling, but, as our readers are aware, this 
prophecy has been literally and publicly fulfilled within a 
little more than eighteen months of the time mentioned. 
Incited probably by evil counsellors, who desired war with 
Japan and were opposed to the réle which the Prince 
played in the negotiations consequent upon the Formosa 
difficulty, the EMPEROR, by an edict published in the 
Peking Gazette of Sept. 10, degraded his uncle by depriving 
him of his Imperial princedom, with hereditary succession 
for ever, and reducing him to the rank of a secondary 
prince ; and to make the disgrace more complete, he fur- 
ther visited the supposed sins of the father on the son, and 
deprived him, too, of his title. And all this was owing 
to the youthful occupant of the Dragon Throne not re- 
lishing the sound- advice which he had from time to time 
received from his experienced relative, or, to quote the 
words of the edict, because “‘ whenever speech aha been 
“held by us with the Prince of Kune, his language 
“has been marked by manifold shortcomings of de- 
“corum.” This foolish and puerile action on the part of 
the petulant Son of Heaven was the cause of much talk, 
not to say consternation, at the Chinese capital, and there 
is no knowing what disastrous consequences might not have 
ensued, had not wiser counsels fortunately prevailed. The 
Empresses Dowager used their influence with the offended 
monarch to such good purpose, that this ill-advised edict 
was revoked on the following day, and the Prince and _ his 
son were forthwith reinstated in their honours and titles 
as quickly as they had been deprived of them. The Em- 
PEROR bases his change of mind on the Prince’s previous 
good services to the State, and yields to the “benign man- 
date,” as he terms it, of the Empresses Dowager with as 
good a grace as possible; but at the conclusion of the second 
edict he endeavours to save his dignity by warning his 
uncle to behave more carefully hereafter. ‘It behoves the 
Prince,’”—so runs the Imperial command,-—“ to respond to 
“ the desire of his Sovereign to convey a salutary admoni- 
“tion, and for the future to be more and more dili- 
“gent and careful, contributing largely toward relief 
“from difficulty and embarrassment, to the end that 
“his trust be worthily discharged.” It is lucky for China 
that her ruler, under the influence of maternal pressure, 
has found out that second thoughts are best, for although 
the Prince of KUNG is, perhaps, not a man of extraordinary 
intellect, and is not very advanced in his ideas respecting the 
necessity which exists for radical reforms in the general 
adminstration of the Celestial Empire, still he has shown 
that he is gifted with sufficient sagacity to steer the bark 
of State in safety through the perils which every now and 
then beset it, and furthermore, which is a very important 
qualification for aman in his position, “ he possesses,’—to 
quote the words of the authority cited above,—“ in the 
“highest degree the precious talent of knowing how to 
“choose able men, and to employ each one according to 
“his capabilities.” 











PROPOSED SURVEY OF THE INDIAN SEAS. 

WE understand that a survey of the coast and harbours 
of India has been decided on. Commander A. D. TAYLOR, 
late of the Indian Navy, and a practical surveyor, has 
the duty entrusted to him by the Admiralty of organising 
and conducting the survey, and as Captain TAYLOR has 
had much experience in India, it is believed that the sur- 
vey could not have been committed to better hands; he 
will be assisted by experienced surveyors from the Im- 
perial Navy, so that he will commence with a staff of 
officers well qualified to undertake the duties at once. It 
is proposed that the first survey undertaken shall be of 
the mouths of the Ganges and Brahmaputra, to be followed 
by the Andaman and Nicobar Islands, the Sittany River, 
the Gulf of Cambay, and the Chittagong Coast, &c. We 
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may congratulate the India-office on having decided upon 
the commencement, or resumption, of this important work, 
for its neglect hitherto is almost incomprehensible. There 
| 1s not a single harbour of refuge throughout the whole 
, coast of India ; the coast is badly surveyed and lighted. 
| Although it has been proposed to light the Basses Rocks 
for the last thirty years, it has only just been accomplished, 
while the miserable light at the southern extremity of 
Ceylon is a disgrace to our Indian executive. Even at 

















Calcutta ships have to lie at moorings instead of docks, 
subject to all the danger of tides ; and the shipping trade of 
the East suffers considerably by reason of all these serious 
inconveniences. 





THE information recently received with reference to the 
Chinese Government and the coal and iron mines in the 
province of Chihli is extremely satisfactory. Foreign 
machinery is to be used in the development of the mineral 
resources of the district, and Mr. JAMES HENDERSON, a 
gentleman whose devotion to this subject our readers must 
have had ample evidence of in our columns, is entrusted 
to procure the necessary staff and plant. It is gratifying 
to reflect that Mr. HENDERSON has at length overcome the 
obstacles which the caution of our own officials and the 
obstinacy of the Chinese have hitherto thrown in his way. 
Mr. HENDERSON has arrived by the present mail, 


THE proposed alteration in the allowance for retirement 
in the Consular Service, which we noticed some time since, 
cannot, we understand, be carried into operation until an 
Act of Parliament has been passed to alter and amend the 
regulations now in force. Considering the reductions made 
of late years in the salaries of Consular officers, we arc 
glad to notice this proposal. It is intended that the Act 
should have a retrospective effect so far as to cover retire- 
ments made after Lord DEerRBy’s Circular, issued last Feb- 
tuary. In framing the Act we trust that Chaplains will 
not be forgotten. , 


ADVICES from the flourishing colony of Queensland state 
that a movement is on foot to import Chinese immigrants 
for the purpose of introducing labourers accustomed to 
tropical and semi-tropical agriculture, in addition to their 
general services among the colonists. It originated among 
certain planters and others connected with the production 
of sugar, which promises to be a staple article of commerce, 
not only for home consumption, but for export to the 
neighbouring colonies, where the climate is not suitable for 
the growth of the sugar cane. 


THE report of the French Consul at Manila, announcing 
the seizure of the French vessel L’ Avenir, by a Spanish 
frigate, in the Sooloo Seas, has been published in the Paris 
papers, the grounds alleged being the sale of arms, &c., 
while the ports of Sooloo are under notice of blockade by 
the Spanish Government. The French Minister of Marine 
has warned French trading vessels to abstain from trading 
with these ports. 


THE proceedings of the Oriental Congress are, we under- 
stand, to be edited by Professor DouGLAS, and published 
by Messrs. TRUBNER and Co. We are glad to note that 
the catalogue of works at the British Museum on which Pro- 
fessor DouGLAs is engaged has now reached to the letter 
N, and we may expect its completion in a few months. 





THE provision made in the Treaty with Siam concluded 
at Calcutta, as to a Vice-Consul being placed at Chengmai, 
is not likely to be carried out until the return of Consul- 
General KNox to Bangkok. 





WE have good authority for stating that the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies has given his approval to the 
policy pursued by Sir ANDREW CLARKE at Singapore, in 
regard to the native States. 


WE understand that an Order in Council will shortly 
be brought out, altering and amending the procedure now 
in force in the Consular Courts of China and Japan.

The tabular statement prefixed to this Report contains, as customary, 
particulars of the tonnage, horse-power and present station of the 
Company's Fleet, and shows that its total tonnage has been increased 
since the last annual report by 4,000 tons. 

The Thibet, sister ship to the Teheran, was launched at Dundee in 
August, and has since made a satisfactory passage to Bombay. The 
Geelong, Malacca, Avoca and Sunda, having received new boilers and 
machinery, on the compound principle, are again on the active list ; and 
the Deccan is being fitted at Newcastle with engines of the same type. 
The China has been supplied with new boilers, and her refit will be com- 
pleted next month. The Kashgar, one of the two vessels built by Mr. Laing, 
of Sunderland, and purchased by the Company, has performed one voy- 
age to India and back ; she left again for Bombay on the 26th instant. 
The Surat, which has been lengthened forty feet and fitted with com- 
pound engines, sailed for Calcutta in October ; and the lengthening of 
the Poonah by eighty feet is making good progress. New engines and 
boilers will be ready for her when she comes out of the shipbuilder’s 
hands. The compound engines for the Bangalore have been finished 
for some time, so that the necessary alterations can be effected when- 
ever a suitable opportunity occurs for withdrawing the vessel from the 
active list. A satisfactory offer having been made in Japan for the 
Madras, that vessel has been sold, being no longer equal to the require- 
ments of the service; and it is probable that one or more ships of a 
similar class may be disposed of in the same way. 


Proprietors’ UNDERWRITING ACCOUNT. 

The directors are happy to state that this account is free from any 
total loss, although it is charged with several cases of minor damage, 
amounting alt gether to £15,948 14s. 3d. The principal of these cases 
are the collision of the-Geelong with a vessel named the Glimt, imme- 
diately outside the harbour of Hong Kong, and the stranding of the 
Bokhara upon an unknown rock, also in the vicinity of Hong Kong. 
Tke account is also charged with the sum of £5,903 18s. 9d. for in- 
surance effected at Lloyd’s and in the offices on the Company’s steamers, 
while going to and coming from the shipbuilding ports of the United 
Kingdom. The number of coasting voyages entailed through sending 
vessels to be repaired, and placing new ships at Southampton, has been 
such as to render insurance to a considerable extent advisable. 

A further and more important item is the charge for insuring the 
steamers while on the voyage between London and Southampton, 
amounting to £13,131 5s. As explained more fully in the succeeding 
part of this report, the Company's mail steamers have, during the past 
year, regularly discharged and loaded the bulk of their cargoes in 
London, touching at Southampton on the homeward voyages for the 
purpose of landing, and on the outward for embarking, passengers and 
mails, and also for coaling. The continuation of the voyage to London 
necessarily involves additional risk, and until such tirne as the Com- 
pany's officers could be generally accustomed to this local navigation, 
the directors have considered it prudent to effect insurance on this 

rt of the voyage. By the end of the present winter the ships will 
fave run to London sufficiently long to enable the directors to jud, 
whether the practice of insuring against this risk should be sontiniasl, 
or whether the Company should undertake it. Deducting these 
charges, the underwriting account shows a credit of £95,016 7s., from 
which the directors recommend a payment of 2 per cent., amounting 
to £54,000. The balance of £41,016 7s. the directors have found it 
necessary to carry to the renewal account. 


RENEWAL AccounT. 

In accordance with the promise contained in their Annual Report for 
1873, the directors have now included a statement for this account 
in the returns presented to the Proprietors. It wili be seen that the 
expenditure debited to this account during the past year has amounted 
to £128,197 12s. 0d., and that after crediting the above-named sum of 
£41,016 7s. Od. from underwriting account, a debit balance of 
£8,199 88. 10d. is carried over to next year. 

The total amount charged in the accounts of this year for ordinary 
and extruordinary repairs is £326,656 17s. 2d., and although consider- 
able sums must be carried to renewal account during the current year, 
owing to the number of vessels now laid up, and shortly to be laid up, 
for new machinery and improvements, the Directors have every hope 
that the expenditure for ordinary repairs will be diminished. 

With a view to this result, the Directors have, since they received 
the sanction of Government to the steamers using the Suez Canal, com- 
menced to reduce their various repairing establishments abroad, and to 
concentrate their work as much as possible in England.

The Directors have alluded in their two ing reports to the 
fact that they had made a proposal to the Postmaster-General to con- 
vey the Southampton or heavy portion of the Eastern Mails rid the 
Suez Canal, upon the basis of a general improvement of the Mail 
Service. The proposals of the Directors were first submitted formally 
in a letter dated the 5th March, 1878, but it was not until nearly 
eighteen months afterwards that a new Contract was arranged for the 
purpose of enabling the Company's steamers to use the Canal for the 
conveyance of the Mails. This Contract was approved by the House 
of Commons on the 5th Angust, 1874, in lieu-of the Contract of 1870, 
‘and to remain in force for the same period as that Contract, viz. until 
It would be impossible for the Directors, within the 
limits of this Report, to explain the various and complicated phases 
through which the negotiations passed before a settlement of this ques- 
tion was effected. They have, therefore, considered it necessary to 
circulate a copy of their correspondence with the Government on the 
subject, in order that the Proprietors may see that the best arrange 
ment possible has been made for their interests. 

The Directors feel confident on this point themselves, but at the 
same time they do not conceal from the proprietors their opinion that 
the Company has been hardly dealt with in this matter, and they have 
repeatedly stated this opinion both to the late and to the present Go- 
vernment,

CHance oF TERMINUS FROM SovTHAMPTON TO Lonpon. 

Although, under the Contract referred to above, the Mail Terminus 
continues to be Southampton, the Directors have found it necessary, 
for cargo purposes, to continue the voyages of the steamers to London, 
and their intention is shortly to consolidate the work in London, and 
to reduce their establishment at Southampton to one of very small 
extent. 

The reasons which render the discharge and loading of the Company's 
steamers in London necessary are twofold. First, that much, if not 
the greater part, of the cargo shipped by the Company's vessels would 
not be sent by them if they continue to discharge and load in South- 
ampton ; or, if shipped, it would be so only at reduced rates of freight. 
Second, that upon the low rates of freight now received by the Com- 
pany they cannot afford to pay the Railway and Dock Companies for 
carrying goods to and from Southampton, although since the Com- 
pany’s steamers began to come to London, the Railway and Dock 
Companies of Southampton have offered comparatively moderate rates 
for the purpose. 

This change in the Company's operations is of course not accom- 
plished without disadvantages ; but the Directors feel confident that in 
- the present state of the Company's business, and of daily competition 
with Canal steamers, it is necessary to give shippers all the advantages 
in loading and discharging cargo which can be obtained from opposing 
lines. 

CaPITAL AND DIVIDEND. 

The paid-up capital and debentures remain the same as last year, 
viz, £2,700,000 and £800,000 respectively. The Directors propose in 
the course of the ensuing year to make two calla of £5 each upon the 
new shares, viz., on the Ist April and 1st July, which will increase the 
paid-up capital to £2,900,000, leaving £600,000 of capital unpaid. It 
is necessary to make these calls in order to continue the improvement 
of the Company’s fleet. The last call was made in April, 1868, and, as 
the Directors have repeatedly mentioned in their reports, the Company's 
business has since that date undergone a complete revolution, entailing 
the necessity of an entirely new class of steamers for its work. 

The estimate made of the Company's operations for the half-year has 
been borne out by the subsequent accounts for twelve months, and the 
directors are unable to recommend a Dividend at a higher rate than 
that paid in June. The difference in the result of the present, as com- 
pared with last year's operations, arises mainly from two causes—first, 
the reduction of £40,000 per annuin in the subsidy received for the 
Australian Mail Service ; and secondly, a large additional expenditure 
in Suez Canal dues, arising from the Company's steamers having regu- 
larly used the Canal during the past twelve months. 

Summing up the operations of the whole year under the circum- 
stances explained in this Report, the directors are enabled to recom- 
mend a dividend of 24 per cent. for the six months ending 30th 
September last, and a payment of 2 per cent. from the Underwriting 
Account, making, with the dividend of 24 per cent. declared in June, 
a total of 7 per cent. for the year.

DeaTH oF Mr. JAMES ALLAN. 

The Directors deeply regret having to announce the death of their 
esteemed colleague, Mr. James Allan. Mr. Allan was connected with 
the Company from its earliest commencement, having been the first 
secretary, and subsequently appointed to succeed the late Mr. Francis 
Carleton as a managing director in 1849. During this long period Mr. 
Allan had the entire and well-merited confidence of the Board. His 
geal and labours in the interests of the Company must be well known 
to many of the proprietors, but it is the duty of the Directors to place 
on record their high appreciation of his character and attainments, and 
their personal sense of the loss which the Company has sustained by his 

leath. 


Mr. Allan had, as previously made known to the proprietors, retired 
from the active duties of a managing director, and the two remaining 
managing directors, Mr. Bayley and Mr. Sutherland, will continue to 
perform, as hitherto, the duties of that office. 





_ THE ANTI-OPIUM SOCIETY. 

The following is a full report of the address delivered by Mr. 
F. S. Turner, the temporary Secretary of the ‘Anti-Opium 
Society, at the meeting on the 13th inst. :— 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen,—It falls to me, as temporary 
secretary of this movement, to give a brief outline of what the opium 
trade is, especially for the sake of those friends who, in these busy 
days, have not had an opportunity of making themselves acquainted 
with its nature. I will make my tale as succinct as possible, and pray 
the forbearance of those who know the facts already. Time forbids 
my entering upon the past history. I will keep to the present state of 
the trade. All the opium that reaches China from abroad, with an in- 
significant =v jon, arrives from India. All the opium exported 
from India, with, as far as I know, no exception, goes to China and 
Chinese settlements in the Straits and Islands. The trade therefore 
concerns India and China. Let us glance at India first. In India there 
are two great opium-producing regions; one in British territory, one 
in the Native States. The opium from the Native States, called in 
commerce Malwa opium, goes west to the sea, and is shipped from 
Bombay. Our British opium is grown in Bengal, »nd passes out at 
Calcutta. Our British Indian Government has nothing to do with the 
production of Malwa opium. It simply guards its own interests by 
the exaction of a pass-duty of Rs. 600 per chest. This Bombay pass- 
duty brings in something over two millions sterling, more than a 
quarter of our opium revenue. In Bengal it is very different. There 
we hold a rigidly-exercised monopoly of the trade. "From the time the 
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seed is put in the ground to the time the finished article is sold for 
export, it is Government property. The system is this. Government de- 
termines beforehand how much opium it will produce. On the part of 
the ryot the cultivation is voluntary, nominally so at least. If willing to 
grow he gets his land registered, a licence is given, money is ad- 
vanced. He sows his seed. More money is advanced. He harvests 
the juice, takes it to the Government factory, and receives the balance 
due. Henceforth Government officials watch over the opium and pre- 
pare it forsale. A small proportion, about one-twenticth part, is sold 
in India to licensed dealers. The great bulk is specially prepared and 
packed for the China market. It is brought down to Calcutta and sold 
by auction by a Government official. That closes our Indian Govern- 
ment’s connection with it. The profits of the sale form our Bengal 
opium revenue. They average about 300 per cent. on cost of produc- 
tion. In the year ending March, 1872, 49,695 chests of Bengal opium 
were sold in Calcutta fur export. In the same year 39,225 chests were 
shipped from Bumbay. The net revenue for that year was £7,656,000. 
Important questions arise as to the working of the monopoly in India, 
its effects upon the ryots, its tendency to restrict the wee of the drug 
in India, or otherwise. These I must leave, hoping that gentlemen 
personally acquainted with India will take them up. _One thing only I 
notice. It has been clearly and emphatically recognised by the Indian 
Government that the consumption of opium is a vicious indulgence, 
highly injurious to the people. The minute of the Board of Revenue 
of Bengal in 1859 defends the monopoly on the ground that its aboli- 
tion “ will deprive the Government of all power of checking the local 
consumption of the drug.” So we are every year manufacturing about 
8,000,000 lbs. weight of a confessedly noxious drug, which we desire 
to keep from our own subjects, for sale to a foreign land ! 

We must now follow the opium to China. Does the drug change its 
quality on the sea? or are Chinese constitutions poison proof? We 
shall see. There are curious and difficult questions with regard to 
opium in China. Why docs it exert so fatal a fascination for Chinese 
more than all other people? Who first introduced the poppy ? Who 
first invented smoking? It is a little hardy to assert that we taught the 
Chinese opium-smoking, when neither we nor the Hindoos have yet ac- 
quired the art. The Chinese have grown the poppy for generations in 
their western provinces My own investigations point to the conclusion 
that cultivation and importation began about the same time, and have 
increased puri passu. The latest estimate I have seen by the Chinese 
Imperial Customs makes the quantity of native opium rival that of the 
imported. This, however, is a mere vague estimate. But as regards 
England's connection with the opium trade, all these perplexing ques- 
tions are beside the mark. Two facts, and two only, settle the moral 
chanicter of our opium trade. The first is, that the use of opium is 
fearfully injurious to the Chinese. The second is, that we are compel- 
ling them to admit our opium against their will. Now, if proof be de- 
manded for the first fact, I will not attempt to work upon your feel- 
ings by harrowing descriptions of isolated cases. I find my proof in 
the universal testimony of the Chinese people. They are of age, ask 
them. They are the only opium-smoking people on the face of the 
world. They have tried it now for three generations. They ought to 
know. Ask them. Sir, I do not think on any matter subject to human 
testimony you could find such another instance of perfect unanimity of 
testimony. The Emperor condemns it. The officials condemn it. The 
people condemn it. The opium-smokers condemn it: they most loudly 
and bitterly of all. Ah! well they know, about whose souls the fatal 
serpent-coil of the fascinating poison has wrapt its adamantine folds. 
Well do they know who come crowding round the missionary begging 
for some medicine to release them from the habit they feel is draggi 
them to poverty and death. Never during eleven years in China did 
hear one single Chinese commend or even so much as excuse the opium- 
pipe. I think you might traverse China from the Great Wall to the 
Southern Sea, from the mouth of the Yangtaze to the Passes of 
Thibet, without hearing from 400,000,000 lips one word in favour of 
opium. It is popularly one of the triad of vices: gambling, opium- 
smoking, debauchery. You ask why, if there is such a nnanimous con- 
demnation of the vice, why do they buy opium, why du they grow it ? 

Why do men sin? Sin is pleasant at first. There are plenty of people 
in China, as in England, who will minister to any vice for money. 

One hears opium-smoking compared to the drinking customs of 
England. These analogies are perilous things, and always require to 
be measured with the facts before they can be trusted. People say 
alcohol is a stimulant ; opium is a stimulant ; here there is moderate 
drinking and drunkenness ; surely in China only excess in the use of 
the opium-pipe is evil, a moderate usecannot be harmful. SoI should 
have reasoned from analogy, but the facts conduct to a different con- 
clusion. Opium appears to possess such qualities that its regular use 
becomes a slavery ; after a while it is no more a pleasure, but a phy- 
sical necessity, and increasing duses of the drug must be taken to ap- 
pease the inexorable demands of the tyrant craving. Now, without 
entering into medical discussions, without even taking for granted that 
the Chinese popular notion of opium is absolutely correct, we have 
this fact before us, that the Chinese people regard the habit as a ruin- 
ous vice. Drinking has no lack of defenders amongst ourselves. The 
majority agree that it is exceas, not use, which injures. It is not so 
with opium. I do not think that such an idea as the possible moderate 
use of opium has entered a Chinaman’s mind. 

My second point is, that we are forcing our opium upon China, Good 
people in England, who have no practical acquaintance with the 
politica of the Far East, may be surprised to hear this. They thought 
that the trade was now a legal one. So it is: opium was introduced 
iuto the tariff of the Treaty of Tientsin in 1858. But what was the 
basis of the Treaty of Tientsin? Nothing but our superior military 
power. ‘Ihere was no pretence of willinghood on the Chinese side. 
When that Treaty was made, it required another war to get it ratified. 
Not till our troops had taken the gates of Peking, destroyed the Em- 
peror’s summer-place, and driven him to take refuge in Tartary, did 
the Chinese finally yield. The simple fact is, we are all along forcing 
ourselves into China—our ambassador, our consuls, our merchanta, our 
missionaries ; the whole foreign intercourse with China, without ex- 
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ception, has been based upon and is maintained by force ; and opium 
in this respect is only one most offensive and objectionable item in a 
totality of relations supported simply and solely by the British fleet 
and army. But if the Chinese are compelled sorely against their will 
to admit us and our commerce according to so-called treaties, which 
are our declarations of the terms on which we choose to hold inter- 
course with China, they may object to one part of this intercourse 
more than another. And they do so specially and in set terms object 
to the opium trade. They have expressly and emphatically demanded 
to be released from their treaty obligation. They have complained 
that opium is destroying their country, and that they cannot put their 
own laws in force against the native-grown opium, because they are 
compelled to admit our Indian opium. They appeal to our justice, 
our mercy, our sense of religion. They intimate the probability of 
this opium trade leading to another war. Oh! such a despatch as 
that, written by Pagan statesmen to a Christian ambassador makes 
one’s heart sink with shame. There is no reply. There is no excuse. 
The dishonour weighs us down. We feel that as a country we have 
sold justice and humanity, religion, peace, goodwill among men, the 
very honour of our God and our Saviour Christ, for gold. That terrible 

ile of eight million golden aovereigns : it has outweighed every consi- 

eration of true political expediency, of righteousness, of philanthropy. 
But is it yet too late to repent, and to endeavour to retrieve our lost 
character, and, if it may be, avert that impending retribution which 
we cannot but believe God his in store for such iniquities as this? 

It has been my task to set before you the opium trade as it is, not 
to suggest the remedy. Until we feel the evil, until the national con- 
science is aroused, and the people of England demand that this iniquity 
shall be no more, what hope is there of remedy ? 

MARINE INSURANCE, 

The subjoined letter, drawing attention tothe unsatisfactory state of 
marine insurance business, has appeared in The Zimes, with the signa- 
ture “ Underwriter.” 

“Sir,—Attention has been drawn of late through your columns to 
the unprofitable results which have attended the operations of marine 
insurance business during the past three or four years. Will you allow 
me, in as short a space as possible, to point out to what extent this has 
really been the case, also to state some of the causes to which it may 
be attributed, and to suggest some remedy for such a state of affairs? 
To give some adequate idea of the losses which have been incurred 
lately by marine insurance companies it will, perhaps, be best to give 
some facta respecting their shares, Indemnities, which were in 1870 
120}, are now 104 ; Marines are still worse ; in 1870 they were 91, they 





are now 464 ; Oceans, which touched 30, are now 84 ; Universals have | names of foremen in dockyaids at home who would be willing 


failen from 15 to 8$; and Thames and Merseys from 19 to 84. Of the 
ether companies, some are at a discount. Of the companies established 
since 1871, the Realm and Trident have been obliged to close their 
doors, while the rest are quoted at various rates of discount. The con- 
dition of underwriters at Lloyd’s has been precisely similar. What, 
then, have been the causes which have been at work to bring about a 
state of affairs so uniformly disastrous? The first to which I will draw 
attention is the sudden developement of steam traffic which followed 
the opening of the Suez Canal. During the last few years, but i- 
ally in 1871 and 1872, the number of steamships turned out of al our 
shipbuilding yards was unprecedented. The construction of sailing 
ships came almost to a standstill, and steamers began in nearly every 
trade to take their place. Unfortunately, sufficient care was not given 
to the construction of these vessels, the great aim of their de- 
signers apparently being to seo of how little iron they oould 
be constructed. This object was fostered by the foolish ocom- 

ition between Lloyd's Registry and the Liverpool Iron Registry 

ks, the latter of whom reduced their standards very largely, a mis- 
take which I am happy to say they have since rectified ; but the mis- 
chief was done, and we had turned out a large fleet of steamers utterly 
unfit to meet the ordinary perils of the sea. This t and sudden 
out-turn of steamers created an equally sudden demand for steamship 
captains and officers, and there being of necessity no adequate supply, 
a large number of them were sent to sea under the command of men 
who had probably never been in a steamer before—certainly not in 
command of one—and who thus, from no fault of their own, were quite 
ignorant of steam navigation. These steamers, badly built and badly 
commanded, were readily insured by almost all our underwriters at 
from six to eight guineas per cent. per annum. A large number of 
them were very soon lost, either through their own inherent weakness 
or the incompetency or recklessness of their officers. Of those which 
still remain, the majority have had to be almost rebuilt at the expense 
of underwriters. Thus from this cause alone the losses of underwriters 
must have been enormous. Again, the size of some of these steamers 
enables them to bring very large and valuable cargoes ; and as they, as 
a rule, carry their own advices, losses are frequently announced b 
telegraph long before underwriters know the extent of their lines an 
have time to re-insure their excess—a circumstance greatly aggravated 
by the system of writing ‘steamer or steamers’ policies.’ It is said 
that the steamers Arcturus, Woosung, and Queen Elisabeth took over a 
million and a quarter out of their pockets. 

‘IT now come to consider for a moment the risk of collision, which it 
will be very easily seen increases very much out of proportion to the 
increase in the number of steamers. For instance, if the number of 
steamers in existence be increased tenfold, the chances of collision are 
increased very nearly athousand times. Further, as a steamer wil] gene- 
rally make three voyages where a sailing ship used to make one, the 
risk of loss to underwriters under this head becomes increased to an ex- 
tent almost impossible to calculate. Turning from steamers to sailing 
vessels, I cannot see any diminution of losses in this quarter. Indeed, 
it is to be feared that we are entering upon a fresh source of logs 
here from the system of building large iron ships, which have 
an unfortunate tendency to lose their masts in the first heavy gale 
they encounter—a fault, I presume, which arises from some defect 
or other in their construction. I think, Sir, that I have shown that, 
whatever be the cause, losses have increased during the ‘lest threo 
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or four years to an extent hitherto almost unheard of, and I cannot 
see that they are at all likely to diminish--at any rate, for some time. 
What, then, is to be the remedy for so serious a state of affairs! Ina 
word, premiums must be raised to a point at which they will remune- 
rate underwriters. In 1870, when steamers were only in their infancy, 
and when the premiums current at the beginning of this year got fixes 
none of the risks to which I have alluded were present to the minds of 
underwriters. Consequently, the existing scale of premiums was not 
framed to include them, and dves not do so. So that underwriters are 
subject to fresh sources of loss, for which they receive no premium 
whatever. Nothing can be plainer than this, that if this continues to 
be the case, marine insurance business must remain unprofitable, and 
the year 1875 must show as serious a loss as any of its predecessors. 

“ Witherto combination among underwriters for the purpose of rais- 
ing premiums has been impossible, owing to the number of competitors 
for the business. Since the close of 1870, when marine insurance 
business looked all couleur de rose, no fewer than seven new companies 
and innumerable agencies of foreign companies have been started in 
London. Three of these companies and a large number of agencies 
have been already obliged to close their doors, The result of this was 
premiums reached a point at which it was utterly out of the question 
that they should be remunerative. Since the beginning of this year, 
however, they have been steadily advancing, and will, doubtless, con- 
tinue to do so if underwriters will only support one another. How 
they are to do so will be the question asked. I would venture to sug- 
gest that some of the leading companies should take the initiative and 
call a meeting, at which all underwriters in London should be repre- 
sented. These representatives should agree upon a course of united 
action best calculated to meet the present emergency. It may be ob- 
jected that, even were the companies to combine, Lloyd's underwriters 
would not follow their example. Of course Lloyd's will always write 
a little below the companies ; but I am certain that not only they, but 
underwriters all over the country, would be only too glad to rajev their 
rates in proportion.”
